WELSHPOOL traders are 
being urged to attend Mon¬ 
day night’s meeting of the 
town’s Business Forum in 
the Town Hall when the one¬ 
way system will top the 
agenda. 

Powys County Councillor 
David Jones, who is leading 
a panel of councillors 
charged with reviewing the 
impact of the road changes, 
has agreed to attend the 
meeting to hear the views of 
the local business commu¬ 
nity. 

“This is a very important 
meeting and it is what the 
business community has 
been demanding,” said 
Forum chairman Councillor 
Steve Kaye. 

“I want the business com¬ 
munity to turn out in force. 
This is the place where views 
should be aired and this is 
the opportunity to let Powys 
County Council know 
Welshpool traders think 
about the one-way system.” 

Mr Kaye said he expected 
the council chamber to be 
packed. “Only seven or eight 
businesses were represented 
at the March meeting while 
the February meeting was 
full and there was a lively 
debate.” 

At last month’s meeting 
the forum called on the town 
council to back their propos¬ 
als for changes to the road 
system. But councillors have 
since voted to defer any deci¬ 
sion until after the May 3 
elections.

AN OSWESTRY company has landed a prestigious order to supply 
brass hand bells to the London Olympic Games. 

Black Country Metal Works has created more than 50 hand bells to be used by officials 
at the 2012 Olympics. 

Based in Aston near Oswestry, the company has produced the bells to be used in the 
track, rowing and equestrian events at this year’s games. 

The bells have been made out of molten brass which was moulded and lathed to give them 
a distinctive shape and tone. The handles are made out of hardwood and were waxed and 
- sealed. 


Historic finds 
in dusty safe 

DUSTY OLD records which have not seen 
the light of day for more than 30 years have 
been discovered in a safe in Ruyton-XI- 
Towns. 

Members of Ruyton-XI-Towns parish 
council have uncovered the series of docu¬ 
ments, believed to date back to the 19th 
century, after deciding to get a professional 
locksmith in to open a mysterious safe 
which had been gathering dust in the vil¬ 
lage hall. 

The keys were lost some time ago and the 
papers give an insight into the village in 
the late nineteenth and early twentieth 
century. 

A meeting will now be held on Monday at 
the village hall from 10.30am for council¬ 
lors and volunteers to help look through 
the papers and record them before they are 
handed over to Shropshire Archives. 

Members of the public will get the 
chance to see the items on display on July 
14. 


Clive Knowles, managing director, said: 
“We were fortunate to have a phone call ask¬ 
ing for price quotes for hand bells. The call 
came out of the blue. This is the first time we 
have done anything like this. It is pretty 
exciting, it was quite a surprise really. 

“It wasn’t about making money, it is about 
being part of the Olympics. It’s marvellous. 
We are delighted to be involved. 

“We feel a huge sense of pride to be able to 
represent Oswestry through these presti¬ 
gious International Games.” 

The company has been going for 25 years 
and moved to Oswestry from the Midlands 
three years ago. It is a third generation fam¬ 
ily business and has doubled the number of 
employees in the last three years, now 
employing 20 people. 

Mr Knowles said: “It is a great achieve¬ 
ment given all the bad news of the economy. 
The company is going forward and in the 
next 12 months we may be able to get 
another five or 10 people.” 

Black Country Metal Works is the second 
Oswestry company to win a contract to sup¬ 
ply the Olympics in the past week.

Soaring oil price 
blamed after car 
park bill doubles 

THE COST of re-surfacing one of Oswestry’s car parks has 
more than doubled - thanks partly to the world’s rising oil 
prices. 

Oswestry Town Council had set aside £20,000 in its 
budget to resurface the Horsemarket car park behind the 
Bailey Head. 

But a report to the council’s markets and car parks meet¬ 
ing says costs have since soared. Now councillors are facing 
having to fork out more than £40,000 for the work. 

Council officials have claimed the cost has been hit 
because materials such as Bitumen, a type of oil which is 
used in resurfacing materials, has risen. 

A contract tendered by the town council also includes 
repainting the white lines on the town’s central car park. 
Some funds for the work will come from the car park main¬ 
tenance budget but Mr Preston has warned that if the coun¬ 
cil goes ahead with the Horsemarket resurfacing more than 
£20,000 will have to be taken from the council’s reserves or 
the work will have to be split over two years. 

Oswestry Town Council runs three car parks in the town 
which provide a large income for the authority.

Bank bid 
to alter 
access for 
disabled 

WORK could be carried out 
to alter the entrance of a 
bank in Oswestry town cen¬ 
tre so staff no longer have to 
serve disabled customers on 
the street.

A COUNCILLOR who represents part of Oswestry town 
centre’s main retail area has warned plans for two drive- 
through restaurants at the edge of the town could harm 
traders. 

More than 60 jobs would be created if the plan by Star- 
bucks and KFC to set up shop at the Oswestry Gateway site 
near the Mile End roundabout wins planning approval. 

Town councillor Paul Milner said he believed the plans 
could hit the town’s footfall. 

Councillor Milner said: “I am worried about this because 
I think it will affect the level of footfall in the town centre. 

“I represent many of the town centre streets including 
shopping streets like Church Street, Leg Street and Beat¬ 
rice Street. 

“There are plenty of empty shops in the town centre and 
it would be better if they were filled first before edge of town 
developments go ahead. 

“What I am worried about is this edge of town develop¬ 
ment will lead to people bypassing Oswestry. Obviously if 
they can get food there they might not bother to come into 
the town.

“This is an opportunity 
for both sides to state their 
case and hopefully resolve it 
once and for all. The council 
rejected the plan and now it 
is up to the planning inspec¬ 
tor to make a decision.” 

Councillor Ron Jones, 
chairman of Selattyn and 
Gobowen Parish Council, 
added: “It is good we are get¬ 
ting to the end of this.”

Untold wartime story that 
is difficult to verify now

IT IS ONE of the untold wartime 
stories of Shropshire history, the 
truth of which will now be diffi¬ 
cult to uncover with any cer¬ 
tainty. 

But did German prisoners mutiny at a 
prisoner-of-war camp near Oswestry? And 
was a machine gun trained on them all with 
the threat that if they did not stop their 
protest they would be shot? 

Wartime censorship cast a cloak of 
secrecy over many events, but some stories 
have made it into the public domain. 

At least one prisoner did escape from a 
camp and tried to fly to freedom by stealing 
a fighter aircraft at nearby RAF Rednal. 
Presumably unable to start it, he was found 
asleep in the cockpit. 

And two German prisoners were shot 
dead near Wem, reportedly after trying to 
escape. 

Pupil 

The story of the mutiny at the prison 
camp at St Martins was related to Mr Bill 
Williams when he was a pupil at the vil¬ 
lage’s CofE school. 

“The headmaster Mr Bridgewater, when 
teaching us history, related his First World 
War experiences, but then went on to the 
Second World War and in particular the 
POW camp,” said Mr Williams, who lives in 
Whitchurch. 

“He told the story that one morning the 
German POWs stood fast on morning 
parade and refused to work. They began to 
shout and protest. The CO, an officer from 
a Scottish regiment, put up an arm and sig¬ 
nalled, whereupon a jeep or similar arrived 
and on the rear were soldiers with a 
machine gun. 

“He announced to the prisoners they 
were rioting and in his opinion were about 
to escape en mass. “He advised them, so 
the story went, that if they didn’t disperse

DO WE HAVE TO PAY FOR LEAKING TAP AFTER LANDLORD PROMISED TO FIX IT? 

Q: When my partner and I took a short term lease on a house last year the landlord indicated a leaking basin tap that she said would be fixed. It 
was still leaking when we moved in so we contacted the letting agent who sent a plumber. He changed the washer but said the tap itself needed 
replacing. We told the agent this but were informed the lease states repairs are at the landlord’s discretion and she won’t replace the tap, we must. 
The tap still leaks, is causing damp and we are concerned for the health of our young son who has asthma. What can we do? 

A: Fixing the leaking tap was a pre-condition to you entering into the tenancy. The landlord made the representation that she was going to fix the 
tap. You relied on that representation by entering into the tenancy. You acted correctly by reporting the problem to your Landlord’s agent. Now you 
should report the problem in writing to both your Landlord and her agent, giving a reasonable time limit within which the problem must be fixed by 
her otherwise you will fix the problem and claim the cost and damages for breach of contract and/or tenancy agreement. You should keep copies of 
all correspondence. 

If the repairs are not completed by the landlord then you could ultimately withhold payment of rent to set off any outlay for you completing the 
repairs and claiming damages. There is however a set procedure to follow when withholding rent and before doing so you should obtain legal advice, 
because if you are in arrears of rent your landlord can use this as a reason to seek a court order to evict you. 

If damp causes a problem to your use of the property and to health you should take legal advice.

Councillors

TOWN Councillors are pressing ahead with 
plans to create a country park and play¬ 
ground at The Flash alongside Welshpool 
High School. 

Councillors have now voted to sign a 25- 
year lease at an annual rent of £500 for the 
land.

Councillors, however, have decided 
against providing allotments as part of the 
scheme. 

The councillors voted unanimously to 
submit a planning application for the coun¬ 
try park to Powys County Council. 


local groups, the Minister with responsibil¬ 
ity for planning, Mr John Griffiths, decided 
to investigate the application. 

The WSPA campaign has gained the back¬ 
ing of Mid & West Wales AM Joyce Watson. 

Mrs Watson said: “Wales has some of the 
best traditional dairy farmers you could find 
anywhere in the world and this is something 
for us all to celebrate. 

“But they are under threat from those 
who would rather turn dairies into factories 
and intensively farm cows in indoor units 
where they never graze on Welsh pasture. 

“We should support our existing tradi¬ 
tional dairy farmers and I support WSPA in 
their campaign to make sure Welsh dairy 
cows are in fields where they belong”.” 

Simon Pope, WSPA UK head of external 
affairs, said: “Welsh dairy farmers are 
among the best in the world, and they along 
with their cows need protecting from being 
railroaded into industrialisation. 

“Allowing mega-dairies to be built here 
would be bad for cows, bad for consumers, 
bad for farmers, bad for the environment 
and bad for Wales.” 

Mrs Watson, a former rural affairs 
spokeswoman for Labour, is gathering 
cross-party support for the campaign. 

She is urging AMs from all parties to sign 
up to her Welsh Dairy Farming pledge which 
is committed to ‘providing nutritious high 
quality milk from cattle treated humanely 
and allowed to graze naturally’.

Farm manager 
takes honours 


HAVING entered two pens of five early 
lambs in the Easter Spring Lamb Show and 
Sale at Welshpool Livestock Market, Coleg 
Powys farm manager Gareth Ruggeri came 
away with first and third prize. 

The 10-week-old Suffolk Texel champi¬ 
ons weighed out at 42kg and were bought by 
Rikki Lloyd of Welshpool for £125 per head. 

Of the 800 ewes at Fronlas Farm, 80 were 
lambed in the third week of January. 

All lambs were tagged and registered at 
birth according to their breed, sex and 
weight. 

Over the following 10 weeks, the lambs 
were weighed periodically by students dur¬ 
ing practical sessions to analyse weight 
gain. 

Some of the better lambs were averaging 
a daily gain of 0.45kg over the last two 
weeks. 

The remaining ewes began lambing on 
March 1st and the majority had lambed and 
been turned out within two weeks. 


Town clerk David Preston said previously 
that councillors should look at whether the 
council was making full use of the youth 
council which was created to help young 
people and youth associations have a voice. 

He said the idea of having a youth advisor 
had been looked at by other town councils.

Bosses’ vow 
after survey 

THE NUMBER of staff who would recom¬ 
mend Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital as a 
place to work has fallen in the last 12 
months - but satisfaction levels are still 
above the NHS national average, according 
to a survey. 

And bosses have vowed to do more to com¬ 
municate with their staff after the survey 
flagged up problems with communication 
and how highly some workers felt they were 
valued by their senior managers. 

But the survey also found that a high 
number of staff would recommend the hos¬ 
pital’s treatment to friends and relatives. 

About 150 workers, which equates to 
about 13 per cent of the workforce, were 
randomly selected and took part in the staff 
survey run nationally by the NHS last year. 

In 2010, 71 per cent of the staff who took 
part said they would recommend the Gob- 
owen-based hospital as a place to work but 
last year that fell to 58 per cent. The average 
national level is 51 per cent.

Cecilia Motley, Shropshire Council’s Cab¬ 
inet member responsible for schools, said 
the decision was straightforward and was in 
line with government guidelines. 

She said: “We discussed the consultation 
on schools admission arrangements and 
agreed a policy which feeds in the views 
shared during consultation. 

“During this time we were asked to look 
again at the proposed boundaries for the 
current catchment area of Maesbury Pri¬ 
mary School, and agreed to changes in the 
light of these responses.”

This is an exciting time for your main local acute hospitals in Shrewsbury and Telford . The 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital (RSH) has just been designated as a Trauma Unit as part of a new 
life-saving regional network of care for people with the most complex injuries. Adult cancer

So, subject to the Full 
Business Case (detailed plans) which are just being finalised, work could start on site this 
summer ready for the new facilities to be in place by 2014.

Our aim is to provide safe services as locally as possible. We are working hard to keep 
most of your hospital services in both Shrewsbury and Telford. 

However, there are some changes that we need to make so that your services 
continue to be safe and so that we can continue to offer them in our hospitals.

A COMPANY from Oswestry has won a con¬ 
tract to supply the Olympic Village with water 
coolers and water throughout the London 
2012 Olympics. 

Natural Welsh Water, based on the Maesbury Road Indus¬ 
trial Estate, distributes water sourced from the Brecon Bea¬ 
cons across Britain and supplies several national names. 
But the owner and managing director says the Olympic 
contract is hugely impor¬ 
tant. 

Mike Webb would not dis¬ 
close the money involved in 
the contract. But he said 
that the initial contract was 
to supply 50 water coolers 
and 10,000 gallons of water. 
That figure may increase 
during the games in July 
and August.

End of an era after 
centre closes doors

A COMMUNITY centre in Oswestry which has 
been running for 27 years has officially closed 
its doors. 

Kingswell Centre in Arthur Street used to house a num¬ 
ber of services for the community including the Jubilee 
Money Advice centre and the food bank. 

But these have had to relocate because trustees of the 
centre have decided not to continue leasing the building. 

The doors closed at the 


Anaesthetist 
nominated 
for clinical

AN OSWESTRY anaes¬ 
thetist has been nominated 
for a top award. 

Dr John C John, from the 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital, has been shortlisted 
for an award in the category 
of Clinical Leader of the Year 
at the British Medical Jour¬ 
nal (BMJ) Group Improving 
Health Awards 2012. 

He has helped to reduce 
the length of stay of the 
2,600 patients undergoing 
primary hip and knee 
replacements at the hospital 
each year. 

Dr John said: “Two years 
ago, a patient walking on the 
same day of surgery after hip 
or knee replacement surgery 
was thought to be impossi¬ 
ble. Now we have some 
patients going home after 
just one night.” 

Over a two-year period, 
the average length of stay 
for patients having new hips 
reduced from 6.8 to 4.9 days 
and knee replacement 
patients reduced from 7.6 to 
5.1 days. 

Dr John has been working 
with a team including 15 
arthroplasty surgeons and 
22 anaesthetists, in addition 
to a nurses, therapists, phar¬ 
macists, the pain team, sen¬ 
ior management, patient 
representatives and GPs. 

“The innovation involves 
a complete change in tech¬ 
nique and post-operative 
rehabilitation,” he said. 


end of last week and 
trustees now have until 
June to empty the building 
of its furniture and items. 

Mark Davis, chairman of 
the directors, said: “The 
building has officially shut. 

“At the moment we are in 
the process of dispersing all 
the furniture and organis¬ 
ing records that we need to 
keep for the future. 

“We will then hand the 
building back to the URC 
Christchurch around June. 

“Shutting down a build¬ 
ing after being in there for 
more than 25 years is a big 
thing to do.

“It isn’t the end of the 
Kingswell, it is the end of 
the building. Now the char¬ 
ity plans to continue for a 
number of years. Every¬ 
thing has its life span. 

“We are now in the 
process of setting up new 
work. We have the intention 
to start that in September.” 

The decision to close the 
building was made after the 
lease ran out and the charity 
could not afford to keep the 
centre open. 

Thousands of youngsters 
have attended events at the 
centre over the past three 
decades, while more 
recently the venue has 
become a lifeline for families 
in drug and alcohol misuse 
cases, as well as being the 
distribution point for the 
town’s food bank. 

Trustees of the centre had 
been in discussions over the 
lease of the building to try to 
strike a manageable deal. 

But the centre’s directors 
said they had decided to 
move in a different direction 
with their work and have 
confirmed they will be clos¬ 
ing the building.

“There is that saying,” she said “that 
behind every good man is a good woman. But 
it is nice because with Oswestry museum all 
the family help as well as the rest of the 
team. The children also came and helped 
with the cleaning. 

“There were a lot of other people involved 
with the museum project. It is a team effort 
and everyone pulled together. 

The 54 year old was born in West Felton 
and went to the village’s Primary school 
before graduating to Oswestry Girls Modern 
School. 

When she left she became a hairdresser 
but changed career to work in an old persons 
home, which she loved. 

In the past Harriet has also sat on an inde¬ 
pendent fostering panel and sat as Chairper¬ 
son of a Pre-School which helps with the 
local Iscoyd fun day each year. She now 
works as a foster mother. “Life is busy,” she 
said. “I love it. 


“My husband Mark loves his family and 
he loves researching history and finding out 
anything to do with the past. 

“When the idea for the museum came up 
I thought ‘here we go again’. 

“But it is a team effort and the people are 
really enthusiastic about it. 

“It also gave me a chance to go on the com¬ 
puter and research which has been 
absolutely fantastic. Because I went to 
Oswestry Girls Modern school I learned the 
history about things likes the Hill Fort or 
the castle but when you look closer you 
learn even more about it. 

“The people of Oswestry have also been 
fantastic. People have been coming into the 
museum saying we have this and that to 
donate.” 

She said creating the museum from 
beginning to end took about 11 months to 
complete but the number of hours put in 
were uncountable. 

But Harriet said she loves to support her 
husband in his projects and in return he also 
gives her full support for her interests to.

Work on 
play area 
delayed 
by snow 

WORK ON a £102,000 play 
area in one of the main town 
parks in Oswestry was 
delayed due to last week’s 
snowstorms. 

The work has been taking 
place over the past four 
weeks to install equipment 
for both the young and old 
into Cae Glas Park. 

The new facilities are the 
result of months of prepara¬ 
tion and discussions by 
town councillors who have 
been working with young¬ 
sters, including Oswestry 
Youth Council and local pri¬ 
mary schools, to choose the 
equipment. 

But the snowy weather 
meant that the plans to lay 
down the concrete in the 
area had to be delayed. 

This means the park will 
not be open until next week. 

Equipment will include a 
spire net, climbing boul¬ 
ders, a roundabout, a climb¬ 
ing frame, a skate 
simulation. Exercise equip¬ 
ment for adults, many of 
whom already jog around 
the park, is also being 
installed. 

Work started on the park 
last month and the area was 
fenced off. Money for the 
new equipment was given to 
Oswestry by a developer 
who built new homes close 
to the park as a condition of 
planning permission, which 
was granted by the former 
Oswestry Borough Council.

First, thank you to 87-year-old Mr 
Allan Peever, of Oak Close, Weston Rhyn, 
for the loan of the picture. 

“A lot of them were not farmers. I 
should think only a very small percentage 
were. They were a mixed bag,” says Allan 
(that’s the answer to our initial question, 
by the way). 

“I don’t know where it was taken but it 
would be in Oswestry somewhere. My son 
John was a member. He lived at the time 
in Dudleston Heath, but lives in 
Oswestry now. 

“An interesting thing about it is that 
around that time a group of them were 
doing a tandem ride from John O’Groats 
to Land’s End to raise money for charity, 
narrowboats for the disabled, of which 
Prince Charles was patron. 

“John was asked to present the cheque 
on behalf of the young farmers. He was 
not a farmer, but working in the adminis¬ 
tration of transport. 

“When Prince Charles shook him by 
the hand when he was presenting the 
cheque he said: ‘You’re not a farmer. I’ve 
shaken the hand of many farmers and it’s 
like getting hold of a plank of wood.’” 

Allan said John joined the young farm¬ 
ers to be with school friends and so on, as 
a lot of them did. 

Without having the picture in front of 
him, he wasn’t immediately able to say 
which one among the group is his son.

Cash for 
college to 
increase 
courses 

COLEG POWYS is one of 
five colleges to be given 
£50,000 a year to increase 
the number of Welsh- 
medium courses it delivers. 

The money will enable the 
college to join the Bilingual 
Champions Scheme, allow¬ 
ing it to employ a champion 
to increase Welsh-medium 
and bilingual provision. 

Coleg Powys will receive 
the £50,000 per annum for 
the next three academic 
years and it will join four 
other colleges which were 
part of the pilot phase of the 
programme in 2011. Next 
year it is planned to extend 
the scheme to the remaining 
colleges in Wales. 

The aim of the Bilingual 
Champion is to increase the 
number of modules and 
courses available to learners 
through the medium of 
Welsh or bilingually, and to 
create opportunities for 
learners to maintain and 
develop their Welsh-lan- 
guage skills through a range 
of informal activities. 

A number of objectives 
have been set out to achieve 
this aim, such as establish¬ 
ing a college mentoring pro¬ 
gramme for staff that 
require additional support 
to teach through the 
medium of Welsh or bilin¬ 
gually, and increasing the 
number of college staff avail¬ 
able to assist with portfolio 
building and assessment 
through the medium of 
Welsh.

gets heads turning 


It seems to me that there’s a 
growing fan base out there for 
SEAT, judging by the reaction to 
my test drive of the Ibiza five- 
door Sportrider. 

The 1.6 TDi CR may only be an upgrade 
from the three-door equivalent but in Dakota 
red it seemed to attract attention everywhere 
I went on a week-long test drive. 

Complete strangers were asking questions I 
often couldn’t answer about top speed, fuel 
consumption, price and C02 emissions which 
is unusual. 

It has to be the ‘arrow’ style body shaping 
from the Spanish brand that attracted so 
many. Low headlight and grille positioning 



give the sporty look with side modifications 
adding another nice touch. 

This Ibiza really gives SEAT a lift in the 
ultra-competitive supermini sector. Produced 
exclusively at a state-of-the-art factory in 
Barcelona, the company claims this model to 
be a match for anything in class - and at a good 
price too. 


I remember my first drive in a SEAT and the 
impression that this was just a cheaper Volk¬ 
swagen. Well, how that has changed with a 
marked improvement in build quality and 
high levels of comfort and sporting attitude. 

Inside there’s an improved feel of quality 
matched to comfort. An attractive dash area 
has all the paraphernalia you expect from a 
much more expensive option including Blue¬ 
tooth connectivity and a navigation system if 
you want to pay extra. 

Leather 

There are sports seats which can prove a lit¬ 
tle too hard for some on long journeys and a 
host of standard items such as 17-inch alloys, 
sports suspension, rear-parking sensors, 
tinted rear windows, climate control which 
includes a refrigerated glovebox and a leather 
wheel and gear stick. 

But the Sportrider comes with much more. 
The things you would expect to have to dip 
into the back pocket for such as automatic 
lights and rain sensor wipers, dimming rear 
view mirror, body-coloured door handles and 
steering wheel-mounted radio controls all 
come as part of the package. 

The five-door model has a longer wheelbase 
and wider track which of course means more 
room inside with an eight per cent boost in

boot space - just enough for the golf clubs. 

This is no flier but it does 0-62mph in 10.5 
seconds and has a top speed of 117mph and 
outstanding C02 emissions of 112g/km. 

But what makes me think that SEAT are 
right on the button with the Sportrider is the 
fuel consumption figures. Not many cars in 
this sector boast combined fuel consumption 
figures of 65.7mpg. 

Competition in the sector is as tough as it 
gets with Mini, Renault Clio, Corsa, Fiesta 
and Yaris in the field. But Sportrider is up 
there with them and its little wonder that 
the Ibiza remains the SEAT brand’s best 
selling car.

FOR THOSE who want to be envi- 
ronmentally-friendly, and save 
money, opting for an electric car up 
until now has been a difficult deci¬ 
sion. 

Urban dwellers doing perhaps 50 miles 
each day were the only group that found it 
viable. 

That was due to the range of the battery 
and the lengthy time it took to re-charge. 

Taking them on longer journeys was a 
no-go so having one as a sole family car 
was impossible - using an EV for the fam¬ 
ily breaks and longer trips was out of the 
question. 

There were also concerns about battery 
life and charging points, or the lack of 
them. 

From this month most of those prob¬ 
lems have disappeared with the arrival in 
the forecourts of the Vauxhall Ampera, 
perhaps the first solution to electric car 
ownership. 

It really is the first electric vehicle suit¬ 
able for everyday use. However it does 
come with a relatively high purchase 
price, even with the £5,000 government 
assistance for plug-in cars. 

Company car drivers will find that their 
benefit-in-kind is reduced. But it will save 
employers money 

So how can an electric car have the 
claimed range of up to 360 miles? 

That is all down to the sophisticated 
propulsion system. 

The battery pack feeds a 150PS electric 


drive unit which can provide 25-50 miles 
of electric drive with zero tailpipe emis¬ 
sions. 

When you run out of battery power 
there is a 1.4 litre petrol-engine which 
pops into life. 

And no, it doesn’t drive the car , it gen¬ 
erates electricity to power the electric 
motor but not the wheels. 

Tailpipe emissions then become just 
27g/km. Real electric power. 

That means that on top of the £5,000 
‘plug-in’ car grant the vehicle has zero 
VED, zero congestion charge and a 50 per 
cent reduction in company car tax. 

Charging 

But what of the time and cost of charg¬ 
ing? Charging is down to four hours and 
costs an average of just £1, depending on 
your tariff. On top of that Ampera comes 
with VauxhaH’s Lifetime Warranty and an 
eight-year, 100,000 mile warranty on the 
battery. 

There will also be 24 specialist Ampera 
dealers across the UK offering high levels 
of support. 

Now, how about the drive? Well, you can 
forget about milk floats. 

Just because it is green, this car isn’t 
slow by any means and rides well. 

It may have a largish kerbweight but 
can accelerate from 0-62mph in 8.7 sec¬ 
onds and has a top speed, limited, to 
1 OOmph. 

While it runs virtually silently, it has 
plenty of pull from a standing start. It 
copes well with overtaking and quick 
manoeuvres and has loads of pace which 
means you are constantly having to watch 
your speed. 


It is good-looking and the only downside 
to it being your ‘only’ family car is that it 
seats just four. The underpinnings of the 
battery etc make a third centre seat in the 
rear impossible. 

Space is 300 litres in the boot but it does 
appear a little cramped with the high boot 
lip to lift luggage above. 

Inside it is well equipped and has a good 
quality finish. 

Instrumentation is considerable as you 
can monitor just about everything the 
vehicle is doing! It does take some time to 
acquaint yourself with the dials and at the 
same time not be distracted as you strive 
to drive most economically. 

This is a unique car in many ways and it 
was no surprise when it won the “Car of 
the Year 2012” award. 

At the moment Ampera does offer some¬ 
thing very different to other green vehi¬ 
cles. 

It glides along tranquilly like its sister 
EVs but this car can get you to Scotland 
and back to see granny without the worry 
of running out of battery. 

It is also stylish and proves that being 
green doesn’t mean a major compromise, 
whatever petrol heads like me want to 
think! If electric cars are the future, then 
this is the car. 

• There are two trim levels, the Positiv 
and Electron with prices of £32,250 and 
£33,995 which come down £5,000 with the 
plug-in grant. 

An entry level model costing £29,995 
will arrive this summer.

Monochrome magic will 
calm bold colour decors 


See life in black and white with the 
classic alternative to the new bold 
colour trend. GABRIELLE FAGAN 
shows how to embrace the look. 

RAZZLE-dazzle colour may be 
having its day in interiors, but do 
you really want to wear sun¬ 
glasses to avoid the glare when¬ 
ever you enter your home? 

For those secretly yearning for calm, 
peaceful spaces and soothing neutral 
schemes, a little monochrome magic could 
be the answer. 

Black and white’s always been a classic 
decor choice - it’s the equivalent of that 
wardrobe staple the LBD (Little Black 
Dress) - and can be similarly dressed up or 
down to suit your mood. 

“Monochrome continues to stand the test 
of time for the simple fact that black and 
white is a simplistic pallet but can be com¬ 
bined with dashes of colour for a dramatic 
effect,” says Sally Chamley, founder of Black 
Orchid Interiors. “You just have to plan 
extremely well to achieve the correct bal¬ 
ance of black and white. I prefer a smart, tai¬ 
lored, modern look, allowing white or 
neutrals to dominate.”

A SHREWSBURY letting 
agent is playing its part in 
bringing back into use 
empty houses.

15cm (6in), producing a vari¬ 
ety of different coloured 
flowers in spring. 

Try A. b. ‘Charmer’ if you 
want a deep pink colour or A. 
b. ‘White Splendour’ for its 
large white flowers. A. 
ranunculoides is similar in 
habit but has bright yellow 
single or double flowers. 

The flowers of A. apen- 
nina appear a little later and 
are ideal for growing in rock¬ 
eries or as ground cover. 

Much more impressive are 
the poppy-flowered 

anemones in white, blue, 
pink, purple or red, with 2in 
bowl-shaped flowers. Look 
for A. ‘de Caen’ for a really 
impressive display. 

Anemone tubers should 
be planted in the autumn in 
full sun or partial shade in 
moist but well-drained, 
humus-rich soil. 

Plant rosemary 

ROSEMARY is scrumptious 
rubbed into roast lamb with 
garlic, or even blitzed with 
other herbs and olive oil to 
coat roast potatoes and the 
fragrance of rosemary can 
fill a room. 

Plant it up now in a sunny 
spot, forking in some grit if 
you have a clay soil because 
it needs good drainage. 


Sowing the seeds of a

A HOST of events are planned for the first Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) National Gardening Week, an initiative to encourage people to 
get growing. 

Between April 16-22, community plant and seed swaps, gardening advice clin¬ 
ics, workshops and garden parties are planned, along with input from gardening 

clubs, community groups and libraries. 

There’s also a big push for schools to 
become involved, with the RHS Show 
Cardiff, April 20-22, being the launch pad 
for the first Young School Gardener of the 
Year competition - a nationwide search to 
find the best young grower in the land. 

Get Kids Growing Day, an annual com¬ 
petition aimed at gardeners up to the age 
of 16, will be launched on April 20 and is a 
key initiative for the campaign week. 

Divided into four age groups and aimed 
at the RHS campaign for school garden¬ 
ing, a teacher nominates a child by com¬ 
pleting an online form by May 18. 

Vouchers 

The RHS then chooses the four best 
entrants from each age group, who receive 
digital cameras to make videos demon¬ 
strating why they’re such exemplary gar¬ 
deners. They must submit the video by 
July 5. 

A winner of each age group will receive 
gardening tools and £500 in garden gift 
vouchers for their schools. 

The overall winner, crowned Young 
School Gardener of the Year 2012, will in 
addition spend a day at a RHS garden of 
their choice, working with an RHS gardener 
and receive family tickets to either RHS 
Tatton Park Flower Show or Hampton 
Court Palace Flower Show 2013.

“If through this competition we discover 
the next Monty Don, Alan Titchmarsh or 
Chris Collins, who in turn will inspire their 
friends and classmates to get into garden¬ 
ing, then how fantastic. 

“Gardening needs new champions, young 
and old, and so what better place to start 
looking for them than in the school cabbage 
patch?” 

Through Young School Gardener of the 
Year, the RHS hopes to encourage more chil¬ 
dren across the UK to garden. 

As demonstrated by RHS research, gar¬ 
dening is important as it teaches children 
key life-skills, is good for their health and 
allows them to learn in a fun, practical way. 

There are currently 15,000 schools, 
nearly half of all UK schools, registered with 
the campaign. 

If you’re not into competitions but would 
like to encourage your child into the garden, 
Sarah-Jane Mason, RHS schools project 
officer, has the following tips: 

• Before you start planting seeds, ensure 
the children have some ownership of the 
project. 

• Allow them to choose and taste what

Grow some fast crops in another 
area to keep their interest.

Brighten up a summer pot 

HERE are three ways to brighten up a summer pot. 

1. Add coloured mulches to the pot while it still looks bare before the 
plants fill out and start to flower. They also help retain moisture. 

2. Paint your pot. Give your old terracotta pot a good clean with water, 
let it dry and then give it a coat of emulsion or masonry paint. If your pots 
are plastic, use an oil-based paint. Bold colours look best in a sunny spot, 
pastels lift a shady corner. And try to find something to tie in with your 
plants and garden furniture. 

3. Underplant large, foliage plants such as cannas with smaller flowering 
species such as dahliettas and gazanias.

THESE are the jobs you 
should be doing in the gar¬ 
den this week. 

• Protect young vegetable 
plants with netting if you 
have a problem with birds. 

• Start to harden off bed¬ 
ding plants in a garden 
frame. 

• Transplant evergreens 
that need moving. 

• Sow Brussels sprouts, 
parsnips, radishes, spinach, 
Swiss chard and turnips out¬ 
doors. 

• Sow half-hardy and ten¬ 
der annuals in the green¬ 
house for summer bedding. 

• Start to mow the lawn 
weekly or more often if nec¬ 
essary. 

• Plant summer-flower¬ 
ing bulbs such as acidan- 
thera and tigridia. 

• Weed patios, paths and 
drives. 

• Apply rose fertiliser, 
gently hoeing it in around 
the plants. 

• Ventilate cold frames 
and the greenhouse when¬ 
ever possible to encourage 
sturdy plant growth.

But what of the time and cost of charg¬ 
ing? Charging is down to four hours 
and that costs an average of just £1, 
dpending on your tariff. On top of that 
Ampera comes with Vauxhall’s Life¬ 
time Warranty and an eight-year, 

100,000 mile warranty on the battery 
There will also be 24 specialist 
Ampera dealers across the UK offering 
high levels of support. 

Now, how about the drive? Well you 
can forget about milk floats. Just 
because it is green, this car isn’t slow by 
any means and rides well. It may have a lar¬ 
gish kerbweight but it can accelerate from 0- 
62mph in 8.7 seconds and has a top speed, 
limited, to lOOmph. 

While it runs virtually silently it has plenty 
of pull from a standing start and copes well with 
overtaking and quick manoeuvres and has 
loads of pace which means you are constantly 
watching your speed. 

It is good looking and the only downside to it 
being your ‘only’ family car is that it seats just 
four as the undeprinnings of the battery etc 
make a third centre seat in the rear impossible. 

Space is 300 litres in the boot but it does 
appear a little cramped with the high boot lip to 
lift luggage above. 

Economically 

Inside it is well equipped and has a good qual¬ 
ity finish. Instrumentation is considerable as 
you can monitor just about everything the vehi¬ 
cle is doing! It does take some time to acquaint 
yourself with the dials and at the same time not 
be distracted s you strive to drive most econom¬ 
ically. 

This is a unique car in many ways and it was 
no surprise when it won the “Car of the Year 
2012” award. 

At this moment in time Ampera does offer 
something very different to other green vehi¬ 
cles. 

It glides along tranquilly like its sister EVs 
but this car can get you to Scotland and back to 
see granny without the worry of running out of 
battery. 

It is also stylish and proves that being green 
doesn’t mean a major compromise, whatever 
petrol heads like me want to think! 

If electric cars are the future, then this is the car. 

• There are two trim levels currently, the 
Positiv and Electron with prices of 
£32,250 and £33,995 which come down 
£5,000 with the plug-in grant. An entry 
level model costing £29,995 will arrive

For those who want to be envi- 
ronmentally-friendly, and save 
money, opting for an electric car 
up until now has been a difficult 
decision. 

Urban dwellers doing perhaps 50 miles each 
day were the only group that found it viable. 

That was due to the range of the battery and 
the lengthy time it took to re-charge. 

Taking them on longer journeys were a a no- 
go so having one as a sole family car was impos¬ 
sible - using an EV for the family breaks and 
longer trips were out of the question. 

There were also concerns about battery life 
and charging points, or the lack of them.

From this month most of those issues have 
disappeared with the arrival in the forecourts 
of the Vauxhall Ampera, perhaps the first solu¬ 
tion to electric car ownership. 

It really is the first electric vehicle suitable 
for everyday use - although at a relatively high 
purchase cost even with the £5,000 govern¬ 
ment assistance for plug-in cars - except for 
company car drivers whose benefit-in-kind is 
reduced. It will also save employers money 

So how can an electric car have the claimed 
range of up to 360 miles? 

That is all down to the sophisticated propul¬ 
sion system. The battery pack feeds a 150PS 
electric drive unit which can provide 25-50 
miles of electric drive with zero tailpipe emis¬ 
sions. 

When you run out of battery power there is a 
1.4 litre petrol-engine which pops into life. And 
no, it doesn’t drive the car , it generates elec¬ 
tricity to power the electric motor but not the 
wheels. Tailpipe emissions then become just 
27g/km. Real electric power. 

That means that on top of the £5,000 ‘plug¬ 
in’ car grant the vehicle has zero VED, zero 
Congestion Charge and a 50 per cent reduction 
in company car tax.

Mondeo - the car that

The average Ford Mondeo 
covers more distance on UK 
roads than any other vehi¬ 
cle, racking up more than 
15,000 miles annually, nearly 
600 more than the next most- 
used car, the Volvo S80, 
according to a survey. 

Larger, more refined vehicles domi¬ 
nate Warranty Direct’s rundown of the 
nation’s top 10 mile-munchers, accord¬ 
ing to analysis of 50,000 policies on 
three to 10-year-old cars. 

Volkswagen’s Passat and the Audi 
A6 both also cover more than 14,000 
miles on average, well above the rule- 
of-thumb average of 12,000 miles. 


Even covering more than 15,000 
miles annually, the Mondeo’s reliabil¬ 
ity isn’t diminished: 15 per cent 
require a warranty claim each year as 
opposed to the Passat which has a 44 
per cent chance of acquiring a fault. 

Small cars cover significantly fewer 
miles, with the Nissan Micra taking 
the title of Britain’s least-used car. 

Least-used 

Micra owners rack up 5,580 miles 
per year on average and superminis 
constitute nine of the 10 least-used 
cars in Britain. 

Unsurprisingly, the least-used cars 
require less maintenance, with an 
average breakdown rate of 21 per cent 
in contrast to the most-used cars, 34 


per cent of which need fixing by War¬ 
ranty Direct each year. The overall 
average is 39 per cent. 

Warranty Direct managing director 
Duncan McClure Fisher said: “The 
Mondeo has always been a favourite 
with company car drivers, and it 
appears they rarely stay idle for long. 
Despite this, they are reliable too. 

“It goes to show that when buying 
used, the rule-of-thumb average 
mileage of 12,000 isn’t really applica¬ 
ble, for example a four-year-old Micra’s 
average mileage will be little over 
20,000 miles whereas a Mondeo’s will 
be more like 60,000 miles. 

“The average 10-year-old Mondeo 
will have travelled equivalent to nearly 
six times around the globe.”

It seems to me that there’s a 
growing fan base out there for 
SEAT, judging by the reaction to 
my test drive of the Ibiza five- 
door Sportrider. 

The 1.6 TDi CR may only be an upgrade 
from the three-door equivalent but in Dakota 
red it seemed to attract attention everywhere 
I went on a week-long test drive. 

Complete strangers were asking questions I 
often couldn’t answer about top speed, fuel 
consumption, price and C02 emissions which 
is unusual. 

It has to be the ‘arrow’ style body shaping 
from the Spanish brand that attracted so 
many Low headlight and grille positioning 



give the sporty look with side modifications 
adding another nice touch. 

This Ibiza really gives SEAT a lift in the 
ultra-competitive supermini sector. Produced 
exclusively at a state-of-the-art factory in 
Barcelona, the company claims this model to 
be a match for anything in class - and at a good 
price too. 


I remember my first drive in a SEAT and the 
impression that this was just a cheaper Volk¬ 
swagen. Well, how that has changed with a 
marked improvement in build quality and 
high levels of comfort and sporting attitude. 

Inside there’s an improved feel of quality 
matched to comfort. An attractive dash area 
has all the paraphernalia you expect from a 
much more expensive option including Blue¬ 
tooth connectivity and a navigation system if 
you want to pay extra. 

Leather 

There are sports seats which can prove a lit¬ 
tle too hard for some on long journeys and a 
host of standard items such as 17-inch alloys, 
sports suspension, rear-parking sensors, 
tinted rear windows, climate control which 
includes a refrigerated glovebox and a leather 
wheel and gear stick.

Not many cars in 
this sector boast combined fuel consumption 
figures of 65.7mpg.

But Sportrider is up 
there with them and its little wonder that 
the Ibiza remains the SEAT brand’s best 
selling car.

Prototype XJ220 set 
the pace on test track 



THE BROKEN LINES of the lane markings 
blurred to one continuous white line before 
my eyes as the engine reached a crescendo 
and the car hit 175mph. 

Not that I really noticed the mechanical noise from 
inches behind my head while I marvelled not only at the 
wave of acceleration but also the fact that this car was 
almost 20 years old - and by today’s supercar standards 
rather modestly powered by a 3.5 litre V6. 

For once I was glad I wasn’t in the driving seat but a pas¬ 
senger with legendary racing driver Andy Wallace. 

Much as I would have liked to, I know I wouldn’t have had 
the courage to put this unique (and probably priceless) car 
through its paces properly. 

It wasn’t just a Jaguar XJ220 on the company’s Warwick¬ 
shire test track. 

It was THE XJ220: the prototype which went on to set 
new world speed records for production cars twice and van¬ 
quish the previous recordholder, mighty Ferrari’s F40. 

And it did so in the hands of Jaguar Silk Cut team Le 
Mans winner Wallace, whose 217mph pipped FI man Mar¬ 
tin Brundle’s 1992 record in the same car by 4mph. 

“The target was the Ferrari F40, which held the record at 
201mph. “We did the run in Texas and it was a very hot day: 
had it been a bit cooler I’m sure we would have passed the 
220mph mark,” Wallace said. 

Later, a rather modified, non-standard version did in fact 
hit 221mph. 

The legendary pair were reunited at the test track now 
used in the development of Jaguar, Land Rover and Aston 
Martin’s new generation of cars. 

The XJ220 was not originally meant to be put into pro¬ 
duction. 

It was designed by a group of enthusiasts, who called 
themselves ‘The Saturday Club’ led by Jim Randle, to 
demonstrate Jaguar’s engineering prowess. 

However, after a starring role at the British International

Twin turbochargers boost the 3.5-litre V6 


Motor Show in Birmingham the sales potential was obvi¬ 
ous, and eventually 281 customers stumped up a whopping 
£460,000 each to own one. 

Some ended up as collectors’ items: some achieved great 
success on the racetrack. 

A works car driven by John Nielsen, David Brabham and 
David Coulthard won the 1993 Le Mans 24-hour race to 
take a class win, two laps ahead of second-placed Porsche. 

Apart from stunning looks, a world record and British 
pride, the XJ220’s legacy lives on. 

The engineers had originally planned to use a 6.2-litre 
V12 engine in the XJ220, but a number of factors - not the 
least of which were length and weight - meant that instead 
they fitted a 3.5-litre V6 boost by twin turbochargers to pro¬ 
duce 542bhp. 

Derived from a Cosworth DFV engine from the world of 
Formula One, it was to be Jaguar’s first-ever V6 and the 
first to use forced induction. 

The result actually meant more power than the V12 and 
better handling, as the mass could be mounted nearer to the 
centre of the car. 

It was also the first road car to use underbody flow and 
venture architecture, producing some 3,0001b of downforce 
to increase its high speed stability. The effect was clear from 
my track ride. During high speed cornering (even on a 
slightly greasy surface) and on the 175mph charge along the 
straight the XJ220 appeared firmly planted. 

Certainly there was no apparent sawing at the wheel 
from driver Wallace to indicate the car wanted to change 
direction. 

For a supercar, where suspension is normally rock hard, 
the ride was surprising supple - although we were on a test 
track rather than a typical British A road. 

This is, indeed, a unique car and a fine example of British 
engineering skills and Jaguar’s sports car heritage. 



Ford Mondeo tops the mile-muncher list with an average 15,000 miles a year travelled 


Mondeo - the car that 
goes the long distance 


The average Ford Mondeo 
covers more distance on UK 
roads than any other vehi¬ 
cle, racking up more than 
15,000 miles annually, nearly 
600 more than the next most- 
used car, the Volvo S80, 
according to a survey. 

Larger, more refined vehicles domi¬ 
nate Warranty Direct’s rundown of the 
nation’s top 10 mile-munchers, accord¬ 
ing to analysis of 50,000 policies on 
three to 10-year-old cars. 

Volkswagen’s Passat and the Audi 
A6 both also cover more than 14,000 
miles on average, well above the rule- 
of-thumb average of 12,000 miles. 


Even covering more than 15,000 
miles annually, the Mondeo’s reliabil¬ 
ity isn’t diminished: 15 per cent 
require a warranty claim each year as 
opposed to the Passat which has a 44 
per cent chance of acquiring a fault. 

Small cars cover significantly fewer 
miles, with the Nissan Micra taking 
the title of Britain’s least-used car. 

Least-used 

Micra owners rack up 5,580 miles 
per year on average and superminis 
constitute nine of the 10 least-used 
cars in Britain. 

Unsurprisingly, the least-used cars 
require less maintenance, with an 
average breakdown rate of 21 per cent 
in contrast to the most-used cars, 34 


per cent of which need fixing by War¬ 
ranty Direct each year. The overall 
average is 39 per cent. 

Warranty Direct managing director 
Duncan McClure Fisher said: “The 
Mondeo has always been a favourite 
with company car drivers, and it 
appears they rarely stay idle for long. 
Despite this, they are reliable too. 

“It goes to show that when buying 
used, the rule-of-thumb average 
mileage of 12,000 isn’t really applica¬ 
ble, for example a four-year-old Micra’s 
average mileage will be little over 
20,000 miles whereas a Mondeo’s will 
be more like 60,000 miles. 

“The average 10-year-old Mondeo 
will have travelled equivalent to nearly 
six times around the globe.”

Fantastic Friday for Town with emphatic win

NEVER mind Good Friday - 
Town’s expectant fans will be 
demanding it be renamed Fan¬ 
tastic Friday after Shrews¬ 
bury’s latest successful 
excursion to Moss Rose. 

Not too long ago, Macclesfield’s 
home ground was considered a 
bogey venue for Town. 

But these days it’s anything but 
after Shrewsbury, inspired by top 
scorer James Collins, cranked up 
their League Two promotion push. 

Boosted by both Crawley and 
Southend dropping points in earlier 
kick-offs, Town knew this was a 
golden chance to seize the initiative. 

And, roared by on 1,200 
delighted Shrewsbury supporters 
singing in the rain on a soggy 


Cheshire evening from a stand 
exposed to the elements, they 
never gave Macclesfield cause for 
any encouragement as they 
nudged the struggling Silkmen 
closer to the relegation trapdoor. 

This could have been a tricky 
assignment, even allowing for 
Macclesfield’s dreadful run of 
form. 

But Town simply oozed quality, 
keeping the ball well as they com¬ 
pletely dominated the second half, 
to make it three wins from their 
last three visits to Moss Rose. 

There could well be a two divi¬ 
sion gap between these clubs next 
season, and the gulf in class was 
apparent long before Town made 
sure of an eighth away league vic¬ 
tory of the season. “We’ve done 


well considering the conditions,” 
said a soaked but happy Town 
manager Graham Turner. 

“The rain actually helped us as it 
slickened the pitch up, put a lot of 
pace in the game, and that suited 
us. I thought we played well.” 

Strength 

After a cagey opening half-hour, 
no surprise given the stakes were 
so high for both sides, there was no 
stopping Town once Collins, who 
just keeps getting better and bet¬ 
ter, fired them in front. 

Breaking into the box, he 
showed good strength to hold off 
defender Tony Diagne when plenty 
of strikers would have gone to 
ground in search of a penalty 
before rolling a left-foot shot to the 


bottom corner of the net from 15 
yards. 

It was increasingly one-way traf¬ 
fic in the second half as Town 
poured forward and, with a sense 
of inevitability, they finally dou¬ 
bled their advantage in the 83rd 
minute. 

A fluent move eventually saw 
Aaron Wildig tee up Jermaine 
Grandison and his first-time cross 
from the right was slid in at the 
back post by the impressive Mark 
Wright, an 11th goal of the season 
for the consistent winger. 

Even the subdued Macclesfield 
fans seemed shocked when Arnaud 
Mendy lashed in a volley from the 
edge of the box almost immediately 
for the hosts. 

But it proved to be false hope for 


Brian Horton’s men as the visitors 
swiftly raced down the other end to 
add a third to make the closing 
stages a little less anxious than 
they might have been for Turner’s 
troops. 

Wright’s probing through ball 
was perfect for Collins to latch on 
to and he coolly stabbed his shot 
past advancing keeper Richard 
O’Donnell to complete a good 
night’s work both for him and 
Shrewsbury.

Grandison is 
the man with 
goal-den gift

JERMAINE GRANDISON may not be renowned for 
his goalscoring prowess - but the increasingly popu¬ 
lar defender is starting to develop the happy knack 
for popping up with vital strikes, writes STUART 
DUNN. 

A late headed winner as 10-man Town humbled Southend 
in January and now this, a priceless goal to sink Bradford 
on Easter Monday and take promotion-chasing Shrews¬ 
bury’s recent golden return to 13 points banked from the 
last 15 up for grabs. 

The big defender’s determination to fight for everything 
was emphatically underlined when, with the ball hobbling 
around a crowded goalmouth, Grandison made it his mis¬ 
sion to apply the vital touch and fire Shrewsbury a step 
closer towards the promised land of League One. 

Grandison had earlier won the corner which led to his 


15th minute goal, and when 
Matt Richards floated it into 
the box, he was the man fol¬ 
lowing up to score after 
James Collins saw a close 
range shot blocked by goal¬ 
keeper Matt Duke. 

“Jermaine’s done quite 
well in terms of assists and 
it’s such a vital goal for us,” 
said Town manager Graham 
Turner. “He’s got a tremen¬ 
dous advantage over a lot of 
players when he goes up for 
set plays and you would 
expect him to get on the end 
of one or two.” 

Signal 

Grandison’s goal was the 
signal for Town, who have 
often reserved their best 
football for the second half of 
recent matches, to put Brad¬ 
ford on the rack for a good 
chunk of an entertaining 
first period. 

Aaron Wildig might have 
added to their advantage but 
skied a shot over the bar 
after the dangerous Mark 
Wright, fed by Collins, was 
denied by Duke. 

Bradford only threatened 
sporadically but Craig Fagan 
should have done better 
than volley wildly over from 
six yards after Town’s other¬ 
wise watertight defence had 
been opened up. 

Bantams boss Phil 
Parkinson, beaten 4-3 in a 
Carling Cup cracker as 
Charlton manager on his 
last Meadow visit last sea¬ 
son, sent on Kyle Reid and 
Chris Dagnall in an attack¬ 
ing double switch at the 
break. 

It allowed Bradford to 
enjoy a greater share of pos¬ 
session, but they had no real 
cutting edge as Town stood 
firm to register a 17th clean 
sheet in all competitions this 
season and a sixth 1-0 home 
league win this campaign. 

Goalkeeper Chris Neal did 
what little he had to with a 
certain assurance but he was 
well protected by the men in 
front of him with skipper Ian 
Sharps once again outstand¬ 
ing as he led from the front.

HE ADMITS he has a hard 
act to follow but Toby Shaw 
is delighted to be Shropshire 
County Cricket Club’s new 
chairman ahead of the start 
of an exciting new campaign.

Old Hill have signed Worcester¬ 
shire’s Jack Shantry, the former 
Shrewsbury player, as their con¬ 
tracted player for 2012 but it is 
believed he will be ineligible to fea¬ 
ture this weekend. 

Foster added: “Everyone is rar¬ 
ing to go and Old Hill is always a 
good place to start.
